of  Veterinary  Practitioners  in  the  3[State  of  Tamil  Nadu]  ; 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  '[Tamil  Nadu]  Short  title, 

Registration  of  Veterinary  Practitioners  Act,  1957.  extent  and

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the 
Government  may,  by  nc^^tion,  appoint.

Establishment  of  3.  (1)  The  Government  shall,  by  notification,  establish

perpetual  succession  and  a common  seal  uni  shall,  by  the
